3. International Council for Local Environment Initiatives ICLEI) Municipal Inventory

BY COMMISSIONER LABETICH to accept the ICLEI Municipal Inventory Report and the
Staff Report. THE MOTION CARRIED UNANIMOUSLY.

4. Community Greenhouse Gas Inventory Subcommittee Report
Commissioner Bray presented the subcommittee’s report on the investigation of the feasibility

of performing a community greenhouse gas inventory. MOTION BY COMMISSIONER
LABETICH, SECONDED BY COMMISSIONER BRAY to accept the report and move
ahead with the community greenhouse gas inventory. THE MOTION CARRIED
UNANIMOUSLY.

Staff will arrange for access to the City tool and set up an identification number with ICLEI for
the community inventory data analysis. Target for completion is January 2010.



5. Environmental Commission Website Revision Subcommittee Report

Commissioner Bray presented the subcommittee’s report. Commissioners discussed necessity
to revise website. Commissioners decided to focus on editing current site and generating
content. Staff will review the website and report at the October meeting.

6. Water Conservation Measures
Staff reported and Commissioners discussed the subcommittee’s water conservation slides for
the Environmental Commission website.

They will be posted on the revised website.

Staff reported on water reduction data on the Cal Water monthly bill and the proposed Cal
Water rate increase for the Los Altos District.
